today by thé President's advisory 
committee on Government hous- 
ing policies. 

Structurally the program is 
much like that which has been 
built up over the years and is 
now operated by the Federal 
Housing and Home Financing 
Agency. It calls, however, for 
more liberal federal participa- 
tion in mortgage insurance. 

Changes are recommended 
also in the public housing as- 
pects of the program. 

The big question about the 
size of the public housing pro- 
gram, and methods of financing 
it, is avoided, with the statement 
that “these are the responsibili- 
ties of the Adrainistration and 
Congress 

Sparkman’s Charge.

WASHINGTON. STATE 
ENDS CASE ON DAMS 


Witnesses Say U.S. Project 


in Hell’s Canyon Would 
, Be ‘Wasteful.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP) 
Washington state completed 
its ppresentation in the Hell's 
Canyon case today with a com- 


‘ perison of rival dam-building 
’ plans for the Snake river be- 


tween Idaho and Oregon. 

Holland Houston, power ad- 
viser to Washington Gov. Ar- 
thur B, Langlie, was questioned 
by attorneys for the Power 
Commission and proponents of 
a federal multi-purpose Hell's 
Canyon dam when he completed 
his direct testimony. 

Houston is supporting Wash- 
ington's intervention against the 
pproposed federal project at a 
Power Commission hearing on 
Idaho Power Company's appli- 
cation to bufld three pelvake 
power dams in the Hell’s Can- 
yon area. 

Houston said yesterday the 
federal project would be “very 
costly” and inefficient as a con- 


‘ tributor to the northwest power 


pool. ; 

Bernard Lone¢tot, Washington's 
chief deputy attorney general, 
called the federal project “waste- 
ful” but said the state's inter- 
vention was “not based-on taking 
a position between public power 
and private power nor as to 
federal construction of the high- 
head dam at Hell’s Canyon on 
the Snake river no matter who 
might construct same.” 

Houston supported that con- 
tention with part of his testi- 
mony, emphasizing that the 


state’s main opposition was to |: 


hard-to-fill reservoir projects— 
no matter who would build 
th

em. 
He said a study of flow data 


to see how either the Hell's Can- 
yon or Brownlee (Idaho Power's 
proposed storage reservoir) 
could contribute anything to the 
flow. of the Columbia river at 
the Dalles.” 

Lonetot said, however, that 
the $133,000,000 proposal of 
Idaho Power would generate as 
much electricity as a single high 
federal dam costing $385,000,000.

“The additional expenditure {s 
not justified,” he Stated. >. 

Houston said energy could be 

nerated more economically 

steam. plants rather than 
cyclical reservoirs—those which 
cannot be emptied and refilled 
annually. 

He said cyclical reservoirs 
should, be eliminated entirely 
from the long-range plan of. the 
Army Engineers for the Colum- 


bia river and its tributaries. 

. Steam plants, he stated, could 
replace the 980,000 kilowatts of 
power which would be lost by 
elimination of the cyclical °proj- 
ects at a cost of about $19 a 
kilowatt years.. 

Houston also discussed gen- 
erally the progress in the Co- 
progra river basin development 


program and electric load growth 
in the Pacific Northwest.

Reasonable, Observers Say. 

Observers here believe this is 
an eminently reasonable pro- 
gram, provided that the assump- 
tion regarding Korea is correct:

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Transit Progress Report — 

The metropolitan board of freeholders is close 
to a final outline of its transit plan for St. 
Louis. Since city and county voters will be 
asked to accept this plan, they should know what 
to expect. 

So far the freeholders seem generally agreed 
on three broad assumptions, but not on a fourth 
of equal importance: | 

1. The area should establish « metropolitan 
transit district representing both city and county. 

This agency would be a.local substitute for 
the State Public Service Commission. : It would 
take over regulation of transit fares and service 
‘In this area. The freeholders believe that a local 
‘agency, knowing the local situation, would do 
a better job than a more remote state commis- 
sion filled. with rural officials. 

2. The same metropolitan agency tould also 
regulate traffic on main transit routes. 

Busses cannot move in traffic jams. So the 
freeholders decided that the transit agency 
‘ought to have control of traffic signals and park- 
ing rules on transit routes, though not on other: 
streets. The proposed agency would seek co- 
operation from the cities, but coald provide traf- 
fic regulations if those of the cities were not 
satisfactory. ! 

3. The agency would not have power to abol- 
ish the cities’ own tares on the transit business. 

While the freebolders voted tentatively to let 
the metropolitan agency tax transit systems, they 
later reversed themselves. They did so when it 
became apparent that city voters would oppose 
the idea. St. Louis receives about $1,111,000 from 
its gross receipts tax on transit and cannot 
do without it. 

4. The point on which the freeholders have 
not agreed is public ownership, and how to ap- 
proach it. 

Actually this is the problem which the free- 
holders were appointed to consider. But they 
felt that because of the lateness of their ap- 

ntment, they did not have time for the ex- 
haustive study which so complex an issue 
deserves. 

So the solution to this problem seemed to be 
to turn it over to the proposed metropolitan 
agency, and let it study public ownership. The 
question still undecided by the freeholders is 
this: If the agency finally decides it ought to 
operate transit lines, should it first seek approv- 
al.of the voters? 

To avoid ambiguity, we hope the board will 
invest the proposed metropolitan agency with 
definite powers to go into public ownership if 
later circumstances and its own study of the 
problem suggest such action. 

The agency should, however, be required to 
submit a definite plan to the voters before it 
does. For public ownership puts a heavy re- 
sponsibility upon the people. 

In short, it seems to us that the public ex- 
pects the freeholders to deal with the possibility 
of public ownership in some form. But the pub- 
lic also will demand the right to make the final 
decision at the polls. 
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Facts on Trade With China 
British trade with Communist China now seems 
arPappealing issue to Senator McCarthy and oth- 
ers in Congress. But trade figures show that the 


-extent of British and American trade together . 


is hardly a drop in the huge bucket of China. 

The figures are not complete for this year, but 
they will probably show that American trade 
with China has almost stopped, while British 
‘trade increased somewhat. The trade changes 
for 1953, however, have to be measured against 
the trade for the previous year. 


In 1952, Americans actually had more trade 
with Communist China than Britain did. Neal 
Stanford reports in The Christian Science Moni- 
tor that American trade with China last year 
totaled $28,000,000. British tradt amounted to 
$23,000,000, 

It is true that nearly all the American trade 
was in the form of purchases, while the British 
sold more«to China than they bought from her. 
But this does not--add-up-~to- Britain’s having 
aided. the Communist war machine more than 
we. ® 


In the first place, British exports were not 

* strategic materials. And while Americans did 

not export much, in buying from China they 

supplied her with dollars—and dollars look some- 

what strategic to the Chinese Government. It 
is selling gold to get dollars. 

These figures have a bearing on Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s foreign policy, which seems to be to 
bring China to her knees by browbeating our 
allies. The statistics show how ridiculous that is. 

Just how could $28,000,000 in trade, more or 
less, past or present, have much effect one way 
or another on the Communist power among 
464,000,000 Chinese? 
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Blueprint for a Phone Booth

Communist stratagem, how- 
ever, our military commanders assumed, con- 
‘sciously or unconsciously, that the Communist 
and the. free worlds are basically similar in 
character and in the kind of appeals each can 
make to the allegiance of its people, the differ- 
ence between them being only one ‘of ideology. 
In truth, however, the difference is much 
greater, It is not merely that the Communists 
have one set of dogmas and the free world 
another. What distinguishes the free world is 
that it has no set of dogmas at all. A pervasive 
doctrine to which all members of the society 
must subscribe is characteristic of- totalitarian- 
ism but not of freedom. It is the very essence 
of the free society that its members are at lib- 
erty to choose for themselves such dogmas and 
doctrines as they wish to live by—including the 
totalitarian dogmas which abandon freedom. 
This being so, it-is not surprising that a few 
Americans, after being subjected to the abnormal 
pressyres of prison life and concentrated propa; 
ganda effort by the Communists, should succumb 
and renounce their allegiance to freedom. In 
fact, it would be more surprising,. and probably 
more alarming, if there were no deviations 
whatever from the normal pattern of American 
behavior. It is the dissenters, however mistaken 
they may be, who constantly affirm the basic 


quality of our society—which ifs that it tolerates . 


dissent, : 

Nor is it surprising that the kind of appeals 
which a totalitarian society can make to dissuade 
dissenters are quite unsuitable to a free society. 
Indeed there is grave doubt that a free society 
ought to be trying to dissuade the dissenters at 
all. By its Own assumptions, the free society 
leaves the responsibility of choice to the indi- 
vidual. 

If 22 Americans have decided against free- 
dom, that is regrettable but not fatal. Far more 
significant are the thousands who decided the 
other way; and even more significant is the fact 
that a free society can afford to let-men make 
their own decisions. 


Another Atomic Pool 

Secretary Dulles having applied the stick, Sec- 
retary of Defense Wilson was offering the car- 
rot when he told the NATO Council of Ministers 
that President Eisenhower will seek congression- 
al authority to share atomic weapons informa- 
tion with the Atlantic allies. 

Mr. Wilson attached no conditions to the pro- 
jected relaxation of atomic secrecy, but it seems 
to be generally understood that Congress would 


be more receptive if the members of NATO had 


previously ratified the European Army treaty. 
The implication is that if Europe quickly sets 
up EDC, a wider sharing of American atomic 
secrets will be its reward, 

When Congress comes to consider the sub- 
ject, however, it may learn that the proposed 
sharing of atomic information is not a one- 
way street to be opened or closed at the pleasure 
of the United States. 

There have been indications that the British 
have made some atomic advances which Ameri- 
can experts would dearly like to know about. 
The extremely tight security in this country, 
according to some reports, has got to the point 


where it is hampering research. And Belgium, - 


which controls the major foreign source of our 
uranium, is said to have suggested rather strong- 
ly that continued supplies of uranium may de- 
pend upon an American loosening up with atom 
information, especially on peaceful uses. 

* For these reasons Congress ‘may find that the 
President's proposal, when it comes, is not 
simply a matter of deciding whether to be gen- 
erous with our allies, but involves more complex 
judgments affecting the whole future of atomic 
research. Like the President’s other proposal for 
a United Nations pooling of atomic energy de- 
velopment for peaceful purposes, the NATO 
pooling on weapons will call for enlightened 
statesmanship on Capitol Hill no less than in 
the White House.

New World A-Building 


Every now and then the observant motorist 
sees a factory in the fieltis. Without walls or 
roof, it looks like an over-sized tangle of tubes 
and tenks set up for a chemistry experiment. 

These are the new automatic factories, They 
are not quite push-button plants without work- 
ers. But that is their direction. They have al- 
ready given the industrialist a new word: auto- 
mation. 

The first one was built in Milwaukee in 1921 
for making automobile frames, and it reduced 
the required work force by 95 per cent. But 
the building of this type of plant was stepped up 
only after World War II. David G. Osborn of 
the University of Chicago has been studying 
them in a dozen industries, and his findings pro- 
voke a few long, long thoughts. 

He tells of a Texas grain sorghum plant which 

“does on 47 acres and with 25 employes what by 
standard methods calls for 125 acres and 250 
workers. A new lard-rendering plant cuts a 
process from four hours to 15 seconds and the 
space requirement from 2000 square feet to 200. 

In every case there is a decréase in both the 
required amount of space and labor. So it will 
be much easier to decentralize industry—perhaps 
under the threat of the A- and the H-bombs. 
There will be a drastic effect on industrial real 
estate values and an even greater one on em- 
ployment patterns. So skills will become 
valueless, but new ones have to be learned 
to keep the plants in running order. Even so, 


there probably will be countless’ unwanted man- 


hours to be spent in new leisure or on the dole. 


The worrying about these new problems need > 


not start tomorrow morning. After all, the scien- 
tists, the engineers and the bankers who finance 
their designs are far from top speed. But a new 


. world is being built around us with the gadgets 


of science fictioneers. It's worth watching.

Both President Eisenhower and Mr.

This was no obvious or easy choice

hesitancy over EDC, still the heart of 
America’s European policy, made the 
ideal temptingly easy to jettison.

The President, however, by deciding 
te forego Communism as an electoral is- 
sue, runs one major risk. If next year 
the Republican party suffers a. serious 
defeat, the McCarthy faction of the 
party will cry out with redoubled vigor 
for a Republican presidential candidate 
in 1956 who will use to the full the 
weapons in their armory. 


The possibility that their cries might 
not go umanswered makes it all the 
more crucial that in the coming session 
of Congress the responsible members of 
the Republican party rally behind the 
Président, and enable the party to go to 
the country next autumn with a sound 
backing not only of promises but of 
actual legislative achievements. Only in 
this way are they likely to avoid defeat. 

The White House meetings later 
this month, when the President plans to 
seek wholehearted congressional support 
for his legislation, assume therefore 
great importance. On their success may 
depend not only the results of the mid-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP) 
Farmers who grow the coun- 
try’s cotton and peanut crops 
left no doubt today that they 
want production and marketing 
controls—and continued high 
support prices—for those crops. 

They voted overwhelmingly 


proposals advanced by Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson. In this 
they followed the fead of the 
wheat farmers who voted for 
controls by a 7-1 margin last 
August. . 

Cotton farmers in 20 states, in- 
cluding Missouri and Illinois, 
turned out about 590,000 strong 
and Voted nearly 16 to 1 in fa- 
vor of limiting production of the 
1954 cotton crops. The “yes” 
votes were about 94 per cent—a 
new record—compared with 89.4 
per cent in December 1949, the 
last time cotton controls were 
voted in a referendum. The un- 
official but nearly complete vote 
was about. 447,000 yes'to 29,000 
no. 


Peanut Referendum. 


Peanut growers in 13 states 
voted about 17 to 1 for controls 
on peanut production for the 
next three years—1954 through 
1956. The unofficial but nearly 
complete vote showed more than 
61,000 farmers voted for peanut 
controls to 3600 against. * This 
was 94 per cent “yes,” compared 
with 70.8 in the referendum 
three years age. 

Control proposals must be ap- 
proved by a two-thirds majority 
in order to become effective. 

By approving controls growers 
are assured ‘that the Government 
next year will continue to sup- 
port those crops at 90 per cent of 
parity. Had the farmers reject- 
ed the controls the-support price 
would have dropped to 50 per 
cent of parity.

State Department Fol- 
lows Bonn in Turning 
Down Seating Plan at 
Proposed Parley. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP) 
—The state Department today 
rejected out-of-hand a Com- 
munist East German suggestion 
for representation equally with 
West Germany at the proposed 
Big Four foreign ministerg meet- 
ing at Berlin next month. 

Préss officer Henry Suydam 
read a Berlin news dispatch stat- 
ing that acting Communist 
Prime .Minister Walter Ulbricht 
had made a bid at an East Ger- 
man parliament meeting for 
German representatives to at- 
tend the meeting. 

The dispatch also stated that 
West German Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer had turned down 
such Red suggestions in the past 
on the ground that they would 
mean treating East Germany as 
an equal of the West German | 
government. 

“The German chancellor has 
put the case very well,” Suydam 
said. “As far as the United 
States is concerned there is no 
question of our considering such 
a proposal.” 

Acting Prime Minister Walter 
Ulbricht made the bid at a spe- 
cial session of the East German 
Parliament. 

The veteran Communist 
spokesman for the Kremlin de- 
clared that the parley should 
deal with two points: 

1. Conclusion of a German 
peace treaty. 

2. Re-establishment of German 
unity “on a democratic and 
peaceful basis.” 

As h® ended his 20-minute ad- 
dress, Ulbricht asserted: 

The “government of the (East) 
German democratic republic pro-

RAILROAD IS FINED $40,000 
OVER SALE TO G.M. AT A LOSS 


WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 16 
(AP) — United States District 
Judge Paul Leahy yesterday 
fined the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road $40,000 for selling a plant 
site to General Motors Corp. at 
a big loss.

Weed patches died and ground- 
nesting birds were left without 
cover protection. Wildfires rav- 
aged thousands of acres of wood- 
land and meadow before heroic

rol. 

Quail have been the hardest 
hit of all the birds and animals. 
For two straight, years the lay- 


have been the exact opposite of 
conditions needed to insure a 
bountiful crop of birds. Ground 
temperatures reached 120 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, day after day 
of the nesting season, and only 
a few of the late-laid eggs were’ 
hatched. More often the entire 
clutch of some 15 eggs would 
prove infertile and after weeks 
of futil® effort the mother quail 
would reluctantly abandon the 
nest, rest a few days, and then 
try try again.

Some reported that as 
many as three hunting trips pro- 
duced no birds and racked their 
guns, hoping that‘ enough brood 
stock would be left for the 
sporty little brown buzz-bom 
to make a comeback in the fu- 
ture. 

Due to a scarcity of water, this 
has been oné of the poorest duck 
seasons in the history of the 
state. The flight from Canada 
was possibly 25 per cent less 
than last year but the Missouri 
harvest of waterfow! was at least 
50 per cent less than in 1952. 
Marshes, sloughs and smaller 
ponds were bone-dry and the 
wandering -webfeet had no choice 
other: than to fly on southward. 
Duck ¢lubs that ordinarily en- 
joyed good shooting had none. 
Many of the large water areas, 
shrunk to small-sized ponds, are 
completely dried up. Chufa 
grass, smartweed and ther fa- 
vorite waterfowl f were 
drouth victims’ and the birds 
would raft on the major im- 
poundments and watercourses 
for a day or so of rest and then 
fly on to the southland. 

The deer population showed | 
increase despite the adverse con- | 
ditions. The three-day harvest | 
exceeded last year’s kill by some | 
2000 animals. However, the reg- 
ulations were more liberal than 
in the preceding year—many 
new counties were opened and 
the killing of “any” deer was 
legalized in most of the coun- 
ties. The acorn crop, which is

THE IF CONCERNS the teachers. No matter how care- 
fully the courses are set up, how modern the building, or 
how experienced the school administrators and super- 
visors, ifthe teacher is not competent, the rest mean little. 

The head of the school can lay out the work, describe 
the methods, but once the classroom door closes, the teach- 
er takes over and what the teacher is, how she instructs 
the pupils, her expression and demeanor, means everything 
to the school. 

The importance of the teacher is overlooked too often. 
Salary schedules tell\the story. The further away from the 
pupils, the -higher the salary, Of course, I am well aware 
that a high salary does not make a good teacher out of 
a poor one, but I have never known an increase in a teach- 
er’s salary to lower the skill of a teacher good or poor. 
I believe that all teachers should be as good in their pro- 
fession as money can attract.

THE BUILDERS A school should give thought to 
the money they have in hand and make certain that, when 
they put up the new building, there will be enough funds 
left to pay a competent staff. 

The teacher who knows how to do the best with modern 


_ equipment is a highly qualified teacher. She has been 


trajned in her task for years and that education has cost 
money. This has been overlooked frequently. Some com- 
munities may find themselves with a beautiful school build- 
ing, but no funds with which to pay competent teachers 
on the scale to which they are entitled. 

It would be better to have less ornamental furnishings, 
fewer glass partitions, and so forth, and adequate money for 
the teachers, A good teacher is in herself a world of equip- 
merit, worthy of a good salary. ;

HERE is no time of the year 
T when onions are not avail- 

able, under normal condi- 
tions. Some of us can remem- 
ber a na when the onion 
crop was short and we actually 
had to search for them. It 
seems as if we just have to have 
this flavorful vegetable for sea- 
soning. 


Various types of onions are sea 
sonable, however. these 
months, “boilers” are popular. 
These are the small white onions 
of even size that, according to 
tradition, must appear on the 
Christmas dinner table, usually 
with a cream sauce. 

For this special occasion I
